4  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Sub.   2.     Comments  on  Prevalence  of  Disease. 

Measles  led  off  in  the  minor  communicable  diseases  with  a  total  of  1,996 
cases  for  the  fiscal  year. 

The  lowest  point  reached  was  in  October,  1913,  when  six  cases  were  reported, 
the   highest  month  being  May,    1914,   with   833   cases. 

Whooping  Cough  showed  a  marked  increase  over  1912-13,  there  being  1,436 
cases  reported,  as  against  279  in  the  preceding  year. 

Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  as  compared  to  the  previous  year  showed  a 
sharp  increase. 

Reference  to  Table  No.  2  will  show  in  detail  all  communicable  diseases 
reported  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Table  No.  3  gives  the  cases  reported  and  deaths  from  principal  communicable 
diseases  during  the  calendar  year,    1913. 

Table  No.  4  shows  cases  reported  and  deaths  from  principal  contagious 
diseases  from  the  year  1907. 

Sub.  3.     Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

Table  No.  5,  prepared  by  the  Director  of  Laboratories,  shows  examinations 
made  during  the  year  for  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  rabies.  A  paper  on  the 
rabies  situation  follows  this  table. 

Sub.  4.     Isolation  Hospital. 

Table  No.  6  indicates  admission  made  for  treatment  of  various  communi- 
cable diseases. 

Sub.  5.     Care   of  Cases  Outside  of  Hospital. 

Only  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  call  for  care  upon  the  part  of 
the  city. 

Sub.   6.     Control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Department  up  to  this  time  has  not  attempted  in  any  general  way  to 
assume  the  burden  of  control  of  this  situation.  Only  cases  admitted  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Hospital  come  directly  under  our  jurisdiction. 

This  subject  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  great  moment  to  this  municipality 
as  it  is  to  others,  and  eventually  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis 
under   control  of  the  Department   of  Health  will  become   an   absolute  necessity. 

Sub.  7.     Distribution  of  Antitoxin. 

Table  8  indicates  the  extent  of  distribution  of  free  diphtheria  antitoxin  for 
the  fiscal  year.

"G"  FOOD   INSPECTION

Sub.   1.     Dairy  Inspection. 

Table  Xo.  13  indicates  the  work  of  the  two  Dairy  Veterinarians  in  the 
field.  The  activities  of  these  inspectors  are  confined  exclusively  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  dairy  ranches  in  outside  counties,  the  product  of  which  furnishes  the  city 
trade.  In  the  inspection  of  milk  this  department  lays  great  stress  upon  the 
necessity  of  absolutely  clean  conditions  at  the  base  of  supply. 
Sub.  2.     Milk  Insnection. 

Table   14  gives  the  figures  on  samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  fiscal  year 
for  purposes  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis. 

LABORATORY  WORK  ON  MILK 

Chemical   (on  milk) 

4.457   samples  of  milk  were  subjected  to  chemical  analysis. 
Table   15   furnishes   the   results   obtained  from   this   work,    showing   the   his- 
tory in  detail  of  all  samples  found  below  standard. 

A  statement  of  court  results  obtained  against  offenders  is  also  shown.

Methods  of  collection  and  disposal  of  this  material  is  under  the  direct 
jurisdiction  of   the   Health  Department.      Removal  of,   not   a   municipal  function. 

Dumping  is  not  allowed,  all  substances  being  destroyed  by  incineration. 
Destruction  plants  under  private  ownership. 

<.j..  INSPECTION  OF  PLUMBING 

Table  No.  23  gives  in  detail  the  work  performed  in  this  division. 

It  also  shows  results  obtained  in  examinations  held  for  master  plumbers. 

"K"  RESEARCH— EDUCATIONAL    AND    PUBLICITY    WORK 

Unfortunately  funds  are  not  available  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  Edu- 
cation and  Publicitv  such  as  we  would  most  heartily  desire.  We  are  limited 
in  this  work  to  occasional  lectures  given  to  the  public  by  the  Health  Officer 
on  such  subjects  as  "The  Work  and  Aims  of  the  Health  Department,  etc.,'' 
but  general  publicity  through  the  medium  of  the  press,  by  literature,  pamph- 
lets,  etc.,  is  signally  lacking. 

.•I...  OTHER    WORK   DONE   DURING   THE   YEAR 

Independent  of  the  abatement  of  insanitary  nuisances  of  a  more  or  less 
general  character,  the  Board  of  Health,  sitting  as  a  "condemnation"  board  has 
eliminated  many  insanitary  structures  through  order  of  demolition,  caused  the 
rehabilitation  of  numerous  others,  and  has  vacated  premises  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

Table  24  gives  a  detailed  resume  of  this  work  and  also  shows  the  expense 
of  such  procedure,  which  amount  is  exclusive  of  the  sum  of  $25,000  spent  by 
the  Federal   Government   in  the    "Special   Sanitation"    campaign. 

Revenue  of  Health  Department. 

Table  25  shows  amounts  collected  duriiig  fiscal  year  for  issuance  of  various 
classes  of  certified  documents,  etc. 

It  also  gives  a  classified  list  of  permits  issued  for  carrying  on  those   lines 
of  industrj'   requiring  a   certificate  from  the  health  officer.

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"M"  RULES  PASSED  SINCE  LAST  REPORT 

Health  Legislation  Enacted. 

During  the  fiscal  year  an  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors upon  the  recommendation  of  this  Department  known  as : 

Ordinance  No.  2639 — "Providing  for  the  issuance  of  Revocable  Permits  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Stables  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco."    (Approved  February  26,  1914.) 

This  measure  is  in  the  nature  of  an  amendment  to  the  existing  stable  law, 
and  is  designed  to  give  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  power  to  readily  revoke 
permits  in  case  of  violation. 

"N"  LOCAL  PROBLEMS 

We  have  nothing  to  offer  or  any  comment  to  make  under  this  head.  Our 
work  is  so  diversified  in  its  scope  as  to  not  permit  of  any  particular  concentra- 
tion  on   any  one  local  problem.      These   we  meet   as   e.Kigencies  arise.

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TABLE  1. 
DIVISION  OF  ACCOUNTS 

For  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914,  the  Auditing  Department  shows  in  its  state- 
ment of  comparative  units  and  costs  an  increase  of  work  in  the  Central  Office  of 
153,134  units.  This  is  an  average  increase  over  the  fiscal  year  1912-1913  of  .109 
percent.  In  the  thirteen  bureaus  in  which  the  Central  Office  is  divided,  there 
is  a  decrease  in  cost  of  work  in  eight  of  them  and  an  increase  in  five,  while,  in 
nine  there  is  an  increase  of  work  and  a  decrease  in  four  bureaus.  These  are  bare 
figures  founded  on  reports  and  of  course  the  human  equation  which  enters 
with  each  unit  of  work  performed,  cannot  be  computed  in  figures.  But  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  there  has  been  nearly  an  11%  increase  in  work  and  a  reduction 
of  cost.  A  careful  perusal  of  the  table  of  comparative  units  and  costs  will 
make   this   statement    certain. 

In  the  Auditing  Department  the  work  had  been  increased  at  a  slight  increase 
in  cost  of  $.0006  per  dollar  expended.  The  requisitions  issued  and  demands 
passed  for  the  past  two  years  are:

1913-1914     7,403  4,914 

1912-1913     6,615  4,712 

Increase    788  202 

This  is  a  percentage  of  .087  considering  the  work  on  the  pay  rolls  remains 
the  same,  as  there  is  such  a  difference  between  the  old  and  new  methods 
that  comparison  is  difficult.  There  is  more  time  and  detail  with  the  present 
system  as  against  the  old,  and  this  argues  for  the  increase  in  work.  The  funds 
handled  have  increased  $73,347.42,   an  increase  in  percent  of  .162. 

Since  the  Department  was  established  in  1908,  the  increase  of  funds  for 
the  past  six  years  has  been  from  $494,400.09  to  $704,137.46,  a  difference  of 
$209,737.37  or  .426%. 

The  above  figures  or  increase  of  work  leads  up  to  the  continually  growing 
fact  that  the  work  of  the  Auditing  Department  is  on  the  increase.  Much  of  the 
work  that  the  Department  is  doing  now  is  not  done  at  the  time  it  should.  The 
monthly  financial  statement  is  seldom  finished  by  the  seventh  of  the  following 
month  and  it  should  be  done  by  the  third  of  the  month  at  the  latest.  Other 
similar  eases  occur,  as  postponing  the  auditing  of  bills  for  a  week  till  another 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  because  of  lack  of  time  and  opportunity.  The 
time  is  coming  when  another  clerk  in  this  Department  will  be  necessary.  It 
may  not  be  for  three  or  four  years,  for  the  present  force  is  able  to  handle  all 
the  work  of  a  month  without  great  difficulty  within  a  month  but  there  is  at 
times  delay  when  quick  action  should  be  had,  and  a  postponing  for  a  more 
opportune  time  the  work  of  a  given  day.

THE  RABIES  SITUATION. 

Rabies  has  been  present  continuously  during  the  year  just  ended,  only 
one  month  passing  without  a  case,  May,  1914.  In  March  five  positive  cases 
were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  secure  the 
enactment  of  a  muzzling  ordinance  but  without  success.  In  our  representa- 
tions before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  we  were  ably  seconded  by  the  County 
Medical  Society  and  several  prominent  veterinarians,  but  the  usual  opposition 
to  such  rational  measures  prevailed. 

The  following  table  shows  by  months  the  number  of  examinations  for 
rabies,  the  number  of  persons  taking  the  Pasteur  treatment  for  bites  by  rabid 
animals,  the  locations  of  the  bites  and  whether  or  not  the  wounds  were 
cauterized.

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Since  writing  the  previous  year's  report,  Moon's  paper  on  the  quinine 
treatment  of  rabies  and  Noguchi's  paper  on  the  Cultivation  of  Negri  bodies 
have  appeared.  Attempts  were  made  in  this  Laboratory  to  corroborate  the 
work  of  Moon  using  rabbits  instead  of  dogs,  but  without  success.  However 
the  administration  of  quinine  in  large  doses,  in  the  form  of  the  bi-sulphate  or 
of  the  double  salt  with  urea,  should  be  tried  in  every  case  of  developed 
human  rabies. 

Of  the  thirty  seven  cases  given  the  Pasteur  treatment  in  this  Laboratory 
during  the  past  year,  19  were  bitten  by  dogs  which  were  demonstrated  to  be 
rabid  by   the   finding  of  Negri  bodies   in   the   brain. 

Of  the  other  18  cases,  four  were  bitten  by  dogs  diagnosed  as  rabid  by 
veterinary  surgeons,  three  were  found  negative  on  microscopical  examination 
but  had  suspicious  symtoms,  in  three  the  examination  was  doubtful  and  eight 
were  not  examined,  being  stray  dogs  that  escaped. 

The  intensive  scheme  of  treatment  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  has  been 
continued,  the  eight  and  seven  day  cord  being  given  together  as  on«  dose. 
The  skin  is  cleansed  with  alcohol  and  cotton  before  giving  the  injection  and  no 
collodion  is  applied. 

No  abscesses  or  other  complications  have  been  met  with.

Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  for  the  purchase  of  samples  of  food  stuffs,  wines, 
etc.,  for  analysis,  the  Chemical  Laboratory  was  somewhat  limited  in  its  activities. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the  present  management  to  pay  particular  attention  to  products 
of  a  more  or  less  perishable  nature,  which  are  not  covered  thoroughly  by  the 
Federal  and  State  laboratories,  taking  up  the  more  stable  products  of  interstate 
commerce  only  on  special  information. 

The  Police  Department  is  availing  itself  to  an  increasing  extent  of  the 
facilities  for  the  analysis  of  suspected  alcoholic  drinks  taken  from  unlicensed 
places  and  dance  halls;  also  they  are  sending  many  specimens  for  toxicological 
investigation. 

Accompanying  is  a  series  of  tables  covering  the  water  supply  of  the  City 
and  of  Golden  Gate  Park  by  sources,  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.

The  Wassei-man  test  for  syphilis  having  become  firmly  established  as  a 
reliable  diagnostic  measure  and  the  requests  for  our  performance  of  the  same 
having  steadily  increased  in  number,  it  was  decided  to  add  this  test  to  our 
list  of  routine  work. 

The  expense  of  this  test  even  in  the  lowest  priced  of  the  private  labora- 
tories is  such  as  to  deprive  the  very  poor  of  its  benefits  so  that  the  taking 
up  of  this  work  by  your  laboratory  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  this 
deserving  class. 

Any  person  who  comes  with  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  he  is 
unable  to  pay  a  private  laboratory  for  the  test,  will  be  attended  to  free  of 
charge. 

The  various  City  institutions,  such  as  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  the 
Relief  Home,  the  Emergency  Hospitals,  the  Isolation  and  Tuberculosis  Hospitals, 
are  to  an  ever-increasing  extent  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  have 
this  test  performed  for  their  inmates  and  such  charitable  organizations  as  the 
Juvenile  Detention  Home,  the  Associated  Charities,  the  Telegraph  Hill  Settle- 
ment and  the  Ladies'  Protective  and  Relief  Society,  call  upon  us  frequently  for 
work  of  this  kind  which  they  could  not  otherwise  obtain  on  account  of  the 
expense. 

The  cost  of  this  work  adds  nothing  to  our  annual  expense  account  as  we 
make  all  our  own  antigens  and  amboceptors.

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STANDARDIZING    OF    DISINFECTANTS. 


The  following  table  shows  the  results  obtained  in  the  examination  of  a 
number  of  disinfectants,  submitted  in  competition  to  the  purchasing  department 
of  the  City.

The  method  used  is  that  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory,  and  the  first  table 
shows  the  results  obtained  with  phenol,  used  in  the  calculation  of  the  co- 
efficient  of   the   various    other   disinfectants. 

A  standard  bouillon  culture  of  the  typhoid  bacillus  is  inoculated  into 
various  strength  dilutions  of  the  disinfectant  and  plants  made  every  2%  minutes 
up  to  and  including  15  minutes.  The  figure  representing  the  degree  of  dilution 
of  the  weakest  strength  of  the  disinfectant  killing  in  2  %  minutes  is  divided  by 
the  figure  representing  the  weakest  strength  of  phenol  killing  in  the  same  time. 
Then  the  figure  representing  the  weakest  strength  killing  in  15  minutes  is 
divided  by  the  same  figure  for  phenol.  The  mean  of  the  two  is  the  phenol 
co-efficient. 

As  a  strong  dilution  of  a  poor  disinfectant  might  be  as  efficient  as  a  dilute 
solution  of  a  strong  one,  it  follows  that  the  price  per  unit  of  efficiency  as 
compared  with  pure  phenol  is  an  important  consideration  in  purchasing.  This 
information  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cost  per  gallon  of  the  disinfectant  by 
the  cost  per  gallon  of  phenol,  giving  us  the  cost  ratio.  The  cost  ratio  is  divided 
by  the  efficiency  ratio  which  is  the  phenol  co-efficient,  giving  the  cost  of  the 
disinfectant  per  unit  of  efficiency  of  pure  phenol.
